Mungo Park Properly May Claim l l * , 
tinction of Pioneering in the 
"Dark C ontinent.*9 


Mungo Park, the African traveler 
and explorer, wag born at Foulahlela 
on the Yarrow, England, in 1771 
He 
was one of thirteen children and as 
a youth was apprenticed to a surgeon 
Afterward he studied medicine in Ed- 
Inburgh. R w a, in May. 179S. that he 
set out on his expedition to trace the 
source of the Niger. 
After many ad­ 
ventures, among them imprisonment 
by a Moorish king, Park escaped and 
in three weeks* time succeeded in 
reaching the Niger at Sego. 
He fol­ 
lowed the Niger down its course as far 
as Hi!la, where he encountered hin­ 
drances that com {jelled his return and 
h o a r rived back at Gambia In june. 
1.9., after an athenee 
of 
nineteen 
months. 
An account of his travels 
published under the title “Travel* in 
the Interior of Africa.” at once had 
a large sale. 
Park afterwards settled
